For more than 16 months, Reagan 
has stood by his "zero option." calling 
for the Soviets to dlsniantle their 
medium-range missiles In Europe or 



face deployment of 572 U.S. missiles 
iKglnnlng In DccemlKr. 

Qrriclals said the president would 
unveil the plan publicly Wednesday 
before leaving for California, instead 
of In a speech to the Los Angeles 
World Affairs Council on Thursday. 

They stressed Reagan would not 
stalte out a position In public that was 
not. first placed before the Soviets in 
private. 

"It's logical to assume that If there 
is a proposal, it'll be put before the 
Russians before it Is before the 
public." said one of flclal. 

One official said the new proposal, 
developed in consultation with allies, 
will not mentiOR qwclflc numbers. 
Reagan himself has Insisted that any 



such agreement be verifiable, provide 
for equal numbers of U.S. and Soviet 
misallcs. not count French and British 
mls^ and bar the Soviets from 
movli^ missiles from Europe to Asia. 
. Another orflctal said Reagan hoped 
to propose specific ceilings on missile 
deployments, tied to the eventual goal 
of his zero option. The options under 
study in recent weeks included limit- 
ing both sides to some 100 missiles and 
300 warheads. 

Reagan, in a televised defense 
speech last week, sold he would use 
the address In Los Angeles to "report 
... my thoughts" on the INF negotia- 
tions. Aides saldJie received the first 
draft of the address late Saturday and 
worked on It Sunday and Monday. " 



Merger study targets 
local school districts

BOISE — Twin Falls, Jerome. 
Gooding and IJncoln counties have 
Ijcen tagged as target areas for a 
study on consolidating public school 
administrations. 

A report released Monday - done 
- by a special committee appointed by 
House Speaker Tom Stivers, R'Twln 
Falls — strongly urges that Idaho's 
school administrations be reduced iti 
numlier. and that a legislative com- 
mittee develop specific plans for some 
—consolidation by next year. 

■•The primary goal of consolidation 
Is not cost-savings, but achieving 
better delivery of resources to the 
student." said committee chalmum 
Rep. Dan Kelly. R-Mountaln Home. 
"We strongly advocate fewer ad- 




minlstraUve districts, while leaving 
Intact the nelghboriiood elementary 
schools. 1_ 

"The second goal is the cost- 
savings, which we arc convinced can 
be made by consolidating ad- 
ministrative duties." he saftl. "The 
money then can be funncled into the 
-classroom. - 

"Idaho has 108 superintendents, and 
740 other administrative people, not 
Including principals." Kelly said. "If 
that could be reduced by half, through 
consolidating administrative 
services, then about $12 million could 



be saved eadi year to transfer Into the 
classrooms." 

Twin Foils County's eight school 
districts are a printe torget of Stivers, 
■who estimates that »50.000 a year can 
be saved if school administration in 
his home county Is handled by one _ 
superintendent and oneofflce. 

"I'm not all that hot on consolidat- 
ing districts or getting rid of local 
boards." Stivers says. "I probably 
%vouid Insist that any savings realized 
remalain that school district. 

But "why duplicate all these ad- 
ministrative and purchasing duties in 
each of these small school districts? 

"We're not- talking- about-saving 

money so we can spend It elsewhere. ' ' 
he says. "We're talking about better 
. use of the money — pulling It to sol v c 
problem areas like teacher salaries, 
books and sunnlles."

9 arrested on drug charges 

F^ANCIA. N.M. (UPI) - Authorities arrested nine 
men Monday, including several-Cuban natkinala, and 
seized a four-engine airplane loaded with 10 tons of 
marijuana worth $12 mlllicn at a remote airstrip. 

None of the suspects was immediately Identified, but 
Drug Enforcement Administration ^kesman Bruce 
VanMatreof Albuquerque said five of the men appar- 
ently were Cuban nationals who now live in Miami. 

/Another suspect was believed to be from Texarkana, 
Texas, and a seventh was believed to be from Colombia. 

Two other men were arrested later, but there were no 
other details. Authorities said they still were looking for 
two to four oth^ who may have fled Into a wooded area 
following the plane's midnight landing. 

VanMatre said authorities suspect the smugglers 
have landed in the area 60 miles southeast of Albu- 
querque two or three other times. He said the smug- 
glers apparently brought in huge loads of nmljuana, 
then transferred the cargo to trucks. . 

Officials seized seven vehicles, including a tanker 
truck apparently brought to the scene to refuel the 
airplane. Two ■ seml-lractor trailers and two four- 
wheel-drive vehicles also were seized. 

Argentine general strike ends 

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina (UPI) - A onfrday 
strike Joined by more than 9 million workers across 
Argentina to demand a massive wage increase in the 
face of 400 percent annual Inflation ended at midnight

The strike, which began at midnight Sunday, para- 
' lyzed most activities in the country of 27 million people. 
Banks, shops and restaurants closed and automobiles 
choked city streets as bus. subway and train drivers 
abandoned their Jobs. 

The Interior Ministry estimated that X percent of 
Argentina's Industrial workers In key manufacturing 
centers in Buenos Aires and interior provinces Joined 
the 24-hour strike, the second in the post four months. 

In non-Industrial areas, SS percent of woricers stoyed 
off their jobs, the ministry said. 

The strike period expired at midnight Monday. -

Reagan lawyer's son 
charged with murder

TORRANCE. Calif. - The 20- 
yeaivcld son of Prestdent Reagan's 
personal attorney was charged 
Monday with the rape and first- 
degree murder of his mother, 
, found beaten to death in the 
bedroom of the family twme last 
week. 

The charges against Michael 
David Miller, who allegedly con- 
fessed Ibe slaying during a police 
Interview the foUowIng day. also 
Inclyde a special circumstance 
that could result in (he death 
penalty. 

Following the filing of charges, 
Municipal Court Judge Benjamin 
/\randa granted a defense request 
to continue arraignment until April 
11, when the suspect will enter a 
plea. Ke will remain In custody 
without ball until then, 

The youth, who was handcuffed 
and appeared tired and disheveled, 
wore a-nist-colored turUeneck 
_ sblrt, grey sweatpants and white 
tennis shoes at the brief hearing. 
He spoke only once, mumbling 
"yes" when asked If he agreed to 
the time waiver. 

His father, atloniey Roy Miller, 
was notin«ourt, 

The Judge also granted a defense 
request to impose a gag order 
, preventing attorneys and police 
' from discussing the case or the 
slaying. 

Deputy EMstrfct Attorney Robert 
De la Sota'said the ruling was 
Issued because.of ."the sensitive 
nature" of the proceedings and 
added. "We have no desire to try 
the case In the press." 

Before ttie hearing, sherltfs In- 



vestigator Jerome Beck said evi- 
dence at the death scene indicated 
Mrs. Miller had been raped before 
the killing, "but only thiou^ 
chemical analysis was thai tvep]- 
cion confirmed." 

He said there was no indication 
of previous sexual involvement 
between Mrs. Miller and her son. 

De la Sota, who met earlier In the 
day with Investigators and defense 
attorneys Sleftfien Miller and Tom 
Nolan, told r^rters a decision on 
whether to seek the death penalty 
was still "down the line." 

Hie nude body of the suspect's 
mother. Marguerite. S2. was found 
Thursday ni^t when her hustumd 
came home and saw blood In the 
doorway of their ocean-view house 
inPalosVerdesEstates. He coiled 
police, who found the woman lying 
in apool of blood in the bedroom. 

The son. who had undergone 
psychiatric counseling since his 
mentally III brother committed 
suicide with an overdose of aspirin 
In 1981, wag arrested Frlday- 
monung after he reportedly ad- 
mitted the slaying to investigators 
during an Interview. No moUvehas 
been disclosed. 

Miller was held during the 
weekend In the hospital ward of 
l/a Angeles County Jail, where he 
was kept under dose watch to 
prevent a suicide attempt. 

Hie slaying shocked friends of 
the Millers, considered "an all- 
American family" who sang 
together In the choir choir at a 
local Methodist church. The sus- 
pect was described as a kind and 
senslsllve youth, a health food 
enthusiast and violinist, who ap- 
penrcd lo have a good relntionshlp 
wILhhIs parents.

Wildlife group says government squelched film 



WASHINGTON (UPl) - The Na- 
tional Wlldllle Federation accused the 
Interior Department Monday of 
suppressing a nim that encourages 
hunters to uk steel shot In their 
shotguns Instead ol lead shot that can 
poisbnwalerfowi. 

The 30-mlmite film. "Field Testing 
Steel Shot," was produced during the 
Carter administration. It was pro- 
mpted by concern among both 
envfronmenlallsls and government 
exptnis that rolUkms of lead shot 
pelleU that fall to hit their targets 
eiventually are eaten, by waterfowl 



and kill them. 

"The Interior Department Is 
suppressing a taxpayer-financed film 
on a critical conservation Issue," 
argued Jay Hair, the federation's 
executive vice president: 

He said the federation, which has a 
copy o( the lilm. will continue to show 
It de^Ite the department's demands 
for Its recall. 

(Man I^itt. a spokesman for the 
department's Fish and Wildlife 
Service, said the C8.SO0 film was 
"poorly produced." Is not a finished 
product and has not been released for 



public viewing. 

"The position of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service Is that it doesn't 
accurately portray the steel shot 
Issue." said I.£vllt. 

The use of steel shot generally 
requires greater accuracy by a hunter 
twcause the pellets do not spread out 
as widely as lead shot v^en the gun Is ' 
flnnl.- 

The federation has discouraged the 
use of lead shot fn certain envlron- 
ntental settings because of estimates 
titat as many as 3 million ducks, geese 
and other water birds die each year 



from eating lead pellets. 

"A single hunter would deposit 
hundreds of pellets into the environ- 
ment in just one outing." said Alan 
Wentz. director of the federation's 
fisheries and wildlife division. • 

He said when a bird eats the pelfcls. 
the effect "is like a person eating lead 
paint — the lead is broken down 4nd 
absorbed Into the blood stream." In 
some cases, eating Just one pellet can 
Iclllabfrd,hesald, 

Steel pellets, however, are not 
broken down Inside the bird and ^re 
passed through without harm, he said.

High's water plan 
could offer solution 

FacSaTviUi^an adverse court ruling and a federal 

permit renewal, the Legislature finally may be coming 
to terms with the smoldering issue of water rights on 
theSnakeRlver. 

Any solution has to consider several main pomts. 
First' we agree with Sen. L^lrd Noh, R-Kimberly, that 
the slate should hot allow the Idaho Power Co. to be the 
ultimate watermaster tor Idaho's water. 

To do so would raise two serious problems. One 
would be to give the power company effective control 
over the amount and type of development that occurs 
In Idaho. The other would leave the door open to claims 
- on the water from the downstream users in Oregon and 
Washington. 

But we are not sure thai Noh's solution of subordina- 
tion of the utility's water rights is correct, either. 
Water rights are property, and there is some question 
wlietlier the state can coiblltutionally lalce them away, 
at least without compensation. 

Subordination may welflnvlte a suit by Idaho Power, 
which would cloud existing water rights up and down 
the Snake. Nonetheless, Noh woMld push ahead with 
subordination, acceptin g Ihe risli of a le gal challenge, - 

Idao Power's proposal also nas some merit. It 

recognizes the value of water tor electricity generation 
and argues that the state should not, as a matter of 
policy,-<rapture the water for uses that don't reflect Its 
real economic value. \ 

. The company says II is willing to clear title to 
^existing water projects but woul^ reserve judgment on 
future ones. It wants to be compensated for whatever 
rights are taken away, and it SRpears to have the 
' weigtit of the law on its side on this point. 

Beyond that, it wants to be exempt from suits over 
Its wat er-rights decisions, by being removed from the

High's plan Incorporates elements of both Noh s ana 
Idaho Power's positions. The state would establish a 
somewhat higher minimum stream flow at Swan Falls. 
Dam of, 'say, 6,000 cubic feet per second. This

Oberstar said he and his colleagues 
doubt the version given them Sunday 
by Col. Carlos Gonzalez Arat^o. that 
the army killed 74 peasants on a 
government land cooperation In 
Sonsonate Feb. 22 because they were 
actually leftist guerrillas. 

"Frankly, we don't believe his 
story." Oberstarsaid.

Horses didn*t contract herpes from U.S. tour 



VIENNA, Austria (UPI) -Officials 
said Monday the origin of an Incur- 
able herpes vims that killed 33 of the 
famed Lippizaner horses and 
thnvitens more than half the remain- 
ing mares, still was a mystery. But 
they denied it was the result of a U.S. 
tourearilerthlsyear. 

Since the disease surfaced in 
mid-February at Austria's only stud 
farm for the majestic, white horses, 
six broodmares and 27 foals — more 
than half the number bom this year - 
have died, the ItSinistry of Agriculture 
said. 



Dr. Erwln Rothenstelner. a gov- 
ernment veterinarian, said at least 2G 
of the remaining 40 broodmares were 
iKllevcd contaminated. 

"But this docs not mean the that the 
f^tppizaner horses In Austria arc 
atwul to become extinct," Rothens- 
telner said. 

He said the Ministry planned to 
supplement its stock of broodmares 
when the epidemic was ovur by 
purchasing horses from Yugoslavia. 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia where 
they are also bred. 

The officials said the disease was 



confined to the stud farm in Fiber, 
southern Austria, and none of the 
high-stepping stallions at the Spanish 
Riding School In Vienna — one of 
Austria's top tourist attractions — 
was affected. 

"We have no Idea where this virus 
came franu and as the Incubation 
period can range from several days to 
si:veral months, there Is no way of 
saying with certainty exactly how 
many horses will be affected." said 
Dr. Kurt Arbeiter at a Ministry news 
conference. 

"However, there Is good reason to 



hope that we arc over the peak, as the 
cases are less frequent now." 
fXrbeitersald. 

Ttiere are a total of 2t7 horses at the 
government-owned farm. 

Veterinarian Dr. Walter Schleger 
dispelled rumors that tlie Riding 
Scttool stallions contracted the killer 
disease during their American tour. 

"Not a single one of the animals 
that toured the United States has been 
to the stud farm since then." he sa|d. 
"If the vims ha;l been picked up there 
the disease would have broken out in 
Vienna and not at the stud farm." 



Guerrillas promise to execute American today 



BOGOTA. Colombia (UPl) - One 
day before' the deadline set by guerril- 
las for the execution of kidnapped 
American oil executive Kenne'h 
Bishop, a company source said Mon- 
day that Texaco "is not negotiating" 
with his abductors. 

"It is not the policy of the company 
to negotiate with kidnappers," the 
source told UPI. 

BIshop.'57. and a father of five, was 
kidnapped March 7 by guerrillas of 
the People's Revolutionary Organiza- 
tion In an attack In which his two 



tx)dy guards were killed. 

The guerrilla organization, known 
by the acronym ORP sent a picture of 
the oilman In captivity along with a 
brief communique to a Bogota news- 
paper and threatened (o "execute"' 
Bishop If Texaco did not meet certain 
undisclosed denuinds before March 
29. 

Since then, however, there has been 
no pubrfc statement by ORP. 
Authorities, family and the company 
claim ORP has not communicated 
with them cither.

Bigamist's sentence produces attack on judge

PHOENIX, Arij. - A Superior 
Court Judge Monday sentenced 
Giovanni Vigllotlo. ^ admitted he 
married more than too women, to 34 
years in prison and fined him $336,000 
for bigamy and fraud. 

Before sentence was passed, the 
pudgy bigamist berated Judge Rulus 
Coulter In a 20-minute diatribe, call- 
ing the Judge an Inept alcoholic and 
swearing he would be vindicated of 
the traud charge, which be said was 
unsubstanlialed. 

Vigllotto said he always admitted to 



the bigamy charge, but that "not one 
shied ol evidence" was offered for the 
fraud charge. 
• The Judge*. calmly listened lo 
Vigllolto'8 sUtement told the convict. 
"You must have listened to a different 
set of facts than I did." 

Reading from a 14-page, hand 
printed speech on yellow lega) paper. 
Vigllotto called Coulter a "grotesque 
caricature of a Judge ... a corrupt 
and grossly inept man" who before 
the trial "staled under the influence of 
a bottle of Scotch" that he would 
punish Vf ^lotto the maximum. 

Vigllotto called the trial "a sham 
and mockery . . . which you presided 



over . . . like a ringmaster in a 
second-rate circus." 

He also accused the Judge of being 
"in collusion with the prosecutor" and 
said the prosecutor had paid tiie 
Judge's bar bills. 
Coulter denied the allegations. 
Public Defender Richard Stelner 
later was asked why be let Vigllotto 
makcsuchnspeech. 

"I have no right to lell him nol lo 
read the statement." he said, adding 
Vlplintlo already was aware of the

geologist, says cats dl^lay tihusual 
behavior, such as running away from 
home, when an earthquAe Is immi- 
nent. So he bases his predictions on 
the number of pet owners looking for 
runaways and the number of citizens 
reportlngstrays found. 

"I cut out the cat clippings and ke^ 
them in my cat-alog." Berkland said, 
using one of the puns that punctuate 
his public speeches. 

- He said an average of three cats are 
reported lost or found each day In the 
paper. 

"I start getting Interested" when a 
"threshold" of six lost cats are listed, 
he said. 

The largest number of cats reported 
lost or found last year was 14 on Oct. 1 , 
the same day a quake measuring 5.3 
on the Rlchter scale occurred 220 
miles south of San Jose.

Justices will decide BPA rate dispute 



Powell won't rale 
on school prayer 



. WASHINGTON* (UPI) - Thff Supreme Court 
Monday steppied fnto a multibllllon-doUar dispute In 
the Pacific Northwest over distributing hydroelec- 
tric power to consumer-owned utilities and private 
companies. '" "^ ' ' 

The justices win hear arguments next term by the 
Aluminum Co: of. America, which is contesting a 
lower court -filling that the Bonneville Power 
A^mlnistratloa«rred In allocating surplus power la 
Industrial users.' o 

The government also urged the high court to lake 
the case because the ruling could cause a shortfall 
In the revenues .of Bonneville, which supplies 50 
percent of the 'region's power. The government 
-wbtild have to subsidize the toss by as much as SIO 
billion over a 20-year period. 

The Bonneville Power Administration, with 
headquarters ]n"^ortIand. Ore., had no immediate 
comment on th6'Supreme Court decision to take up 



the case. 

A spokesman for the Direct Service Industries, to 
which AI/:OA and most other aluminum companies 
In the Northwest belong, said the contested lower 
court ruling gives utilities more power, than they 
need, enabling them to shut down facilities that 
make more expensive electricity. Including coal, 
nuclear and new hydrocleclric plants. 

"We're extremely happy and optimistic" the 
Supreme Court is taking the case." said spokesman 
Brett Wilcox. "M new resources are developed. 25 
percent of our power could disappear If preference 
customers were allowed toshut down resources." 

Under thfr shadow of a "regional civil war" 
because of threatened electric energy shortages. 
Congress passed the Pacific Northwest Kleclrlc 
Power Planning and Conservation Act in 1980 to 
allow Bonneville to allocate power equitably. 

Federal law gives public utilities preference over 



other users in jWocatlng the power In order to keep 
the Northwest's clectrKTtales among the lowest in 
the nation. 

But the utilities say a new allocation scheme gave 
preference to Industrial customers, niany of which 
are aluminum companies. 

A dozen public utility customers protested Bon- 
nevilTe's distribution of "non-firm power." which is 
unplanned power from excess snow and rain. 

The IM consumer-owned utilities in the 
Northwest won In court. The 9th LI.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals Invalidated August 1981 contracts that 
gave Industrial users first preference for surplus 
power. ■ 

The San Francisco uppeals court said the 1937 
Bonneville Project Act and the Northwest Regional 
act gave first preference to public entitles and 
cooperatives selling power. The new contracts 
violate "the longstanding preference" set out In the 
act. the court concluded. 



W^\SHINGTON (UPI) — Supreme 
Court Justice I^wis Powell Monday 
rejected an agnostic's rcfiuest to have 
the Mobile. /Ma., school board held In 
contempt for tlauntlnB an order and 
allowing teacher-letf ' prayer in 
classrooms. 

Ishmael Jaffrec had asked Powell 
to direct a lower court judge to decide 
whether the school board's actions 
were In contempt of court. 

But Powell told Jaffrce. who docs 
not want his three children exposed to 
classroom prayer, to first take his 
request to an "appropriate lower 
court." 

Jatfrce's attorney. Ron Williams, 
said he does not consider the denial a 
setiiack. 

But the lawyer said. "We tiad hoped 
he iPowclU would hear it himself. We 
fpii thni wn\i]i\ have moreeftect on the 



schoolboard. They've been so oeflant. 

Williams said he did not know 
whether Jaffree would pursue the 
matter In a lower federal court as 
Powell had suggested. "Certainly It 
he "wants to do that we'll follow 
through with It. The school board 
hasn't shown any Indication of stop- 
ping what they've been doing." 

Jaffree's ,\labama suit to stop 
teachers from leading prayers caused 
a nationwide furor when U.S. District 
Judge Brevard Hand of Mobile ruled 
in January that the Supreme Court 
had erred In consistently finding 
school prayer unconstitutional. 

I^t month. Powell declared that 
Hand was wrong to ignore the 
Supreme Court's previous rulings 
"unless and until" the nation's 
highest court overturns them.

TWIN FAIJ-S — Patients undergoing minor 
surgery, at Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center will oot have to spend a night at the 
hospital alter the (aclll^ completes its out- 
patient surgery centv this summer. 

Hw MVRMC board of directors Monday 
night approved plans to build a $909,000 
same-day surgery unit, with construction 
scheduled to start In April. Tlie center, which 
will have three operating rooms and four 
recovery rooms, will enable patients to have a 
tonsillectomy or even a hernia operation In the 
morning and to go home at night. 

The 4,000-square-foot building will be 
located east of the radiology unit. Construc- 



tion time Is estimated at six months. 

Out-patient surgery Is one of the newest 
concepts In patient care, and MVRMC plans to 
get in on the acltoa Insurance companies 
used to require ho^ltalliatlon (or certain 
medical procedures, said Dr. Lyle Won- 
derllch. a physician who has been studying the 
concept tor MVRMC. But In an effort to 
reduce costs. InsuraDce companies now will 
pay for some minor surgeries only on an 
out-patient treatment, he sakl. 

Because the surgery centers are popular 
urlth patients and financially lucrative. 
MVRMC does not have much choice In build- 
ing a surgery center, said Wonderllch. If the 
hospital does not do it. someooe else wlU, he 
said. 

.. There is a surgical center In Idaho Falls and 



one is being planned for Boise. Wonderllch 
said. Tbousandsof similar centers are located 
• around ttw country, he added. 

The hospital will floance the center with the 
I<)14.000 left In the contingency fund used for 
its major construction project With the main 
project neartng completion, board members 
are confident that any remaining revisions 
will be minor. 

Included in the S09.000 cost of the surgical 
center urlU be $590,000 for (he actual building. 
$241,000 for equipment and $50,000 for archi- 
tectural lees. 

Because the surgical center Is designed to 
function as a stand-alone unit, separated from 
the main hoqiltal. duplicate diagnostic and 
lob Instruments will be purchased.' The 
equipment budget Is, therefore, expected to 



rise atMve the original $241,000. said Bill 
Bums, the hospital administrator. 

Initially, the center will reduce patient 
volume in the main operating room by around 
40 percent. Bums said. Ttie patients handled 
in the hospital's operating room will be those 
with more coniplexcases.hesaid. 

MVRMC already Is performing eight to ID 
out-patient surgeries each day on an im- 
provised basis. Bums said. Ilie patient ar- 
rives at S a.m., for surgery at 7 a.ni.. and then 
checks out In theevenlog without spending the 
night. 

With the new building, the patient will not 
even have tostq) in the main building. 

In another cost-conscious move talcen 
Monday night, the board approved S3.800 (o 



conduct a study on the feasibility of convert* 
ing to geotbermal heat.

BOISE — The details of an In- 
novative, new vocational-training

The iG-week pilot program, Initi- 
ated by '-CSI vocational director 
Michael Glenn, will use $100,000 worth 
of loaned computer equipment to 
train 15 unemployed Ma^c Valley 
residents in the , sidlls of word- 
processing.

Glenn says that the concept of using 
CPT's loaned computer equipment to

' businesses in need of word-processing 
systems may be the first of Its kind in 
the nation. At the end of the 16-week 
program, the businesses will have the 
option of buying the loaned systems or 
returning them to CPT.

Milner Bridge project backers ask for cash

TWIN FALLS — Backers of a new Milner 
Bridge will seek an estimated SSO.OOO to 
$60,000 from private Interests to help pay for 
the project. 

That word — announced Monday — means 
that the three counties Involved In the projects 
would not conCribute directly to the replace- 
ment bridge. And the two highway districts 
involved would construct approaches to the 
bridge as their sharcof the project cost. 

Officials* representing Twin Foiti, Jerome 
and Cassia counties, and the Murtaugh and 
Hillsdale highway districts agreed; to that 
proposal last week, citing strained county 
revenues. They're optimistic that businesses 
-will support the venture because the bridge 



serves as an Important farm-to-market link 
between Burley and Murtaugh. 

"Based on the initial response we have had 
coming from some of the businesses. I don't 
think it's going to be muchof a problem." says 
Gerald Martens, a Jerome engineer who is 
working with theofflcials. 

Among the companies targeted tor con^ 
tributlons are the Twin Falls and North Side 
canal companies, tbe J.R. Slmplot Co.. Ore- 
Ida Foods Inc. and the Amalgamated Sugar 
Co. 

"All o( Uk people contacted Indicated a 
desire to sec the project go torward," Martens 
says. . ^ 

Martens says that some businesses already 
have made commitments toward the proJecL 
but he declined to elaborate. 
— Officials -will -approach -businesses -for 



pledges within the next four vrecks. They will 
review their progressjrfKn Ihey meet again In 
late April. ^ 

The county and highway officials Involved 
want to replace the Tfr-year-old bridge, which 
links Twin Falls and Jerome counties across 
the Snake River, about a half-mile 
downstream from Milner Dam, and about a 
hair-mllt from the Cassl^unty line. 

E>elerioratlon of the one-lane. 240-root-long 
bridge has led to a lO-lon load limit, forcing 
some traffic to lake a 15-mlIe detour. The 
bridge also Is Inundated during high-water 
periods, and thalcauses further deterioration, 
not to mention making the bridge Impassable 
during those times of the year. 

FMeral funds, which would pay for 80 
percent of the bridge's estimated $430,000 
-replacement cost, are available. With the 



highway districts' work, county officials must 
raise $50,000 to $60,000 as their share of the 
project. 

The reluctance of county officials to 
earmarii money toward the project reflects 
the strained finances of many county gov- 
ernments. 

"We're trying not to (spend county reve- 
nues) t^ecause we don't know what's going to 
happen with PILT," tbe federal payment-In- 
Ueu-of-taxes program, says Ann Cover, the 
chairman of the Twin Falls Coun^ com* 
mission and a member of the committee (hat 
is studying the bridge replacement. "We leel 
that we Just can't afford it." 

County officials are concerned about the 
future of the federal program, which provides 
them with revenues In lieu of property taxes 



on tax-exempt federal lands. All three coun- 
ties are heavily dependent on that program. 

Cover says that private busiriesses could 
contribute to the project in phases, over the 
course of three fiscal years. , 

Tbe reluctance of county officials to provide 
scarce dollars for the project is not necessari- 
ly a setback for the project. Martens says. The 
pledge drive wlU not delay the project, which 
could tx^ coRstiucUon within two years, he 
says. 

"I don't thinic It's a setback at all, I think It's 
moving as fast as a project involving this 
many entities can possibly nwve." he says., 

None of tbe. county official have rejected 
providing county funds outright at a later 
date, he says. But the offlcials want to pursue 
private funding first, and the businesses have 
been supportive.

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Jerome man in tax fight, 
state takes him to court

fROME — A Jerome man who 
tnds that he does not have to 
Btate Income tax has been 
asked to file a written brief on Uifi, 
case within the next two weelca. 

James Payton appeared Monday 
morning In Fifth Dlitrlct Court In 
Jerome, on a complaint brought 
agaliut him by the Idaho State Tax 
Commission. 

He Is charged with faUlng to lUe 
state Income-tax returns for I960 
and 1981. ^ 

Payton asked the court to appoint 
legal counsel for him "that Is not 
connected with ' the state bar 
association." However, Judge 
Daniel Meehl explained this would 
not be possible since only memben 
of the bar are authorized to act as 
legal representatives before the 
courts In Idaho. , 



The' Judge told Payton that he 
could have a friend sit with him In 
court to asilit bim, but he lald the 
Individual could not 'argue legal 
iftattera before the court 
' Payton, wbo acted as his own' 
attorney Monday, uid he had 
submitted a written argument In the 
case, and that he would need a week 
or more to reiearch the complaint 
brought against him only last week 
by the state. 

However, he uld that the U.S. 
Constitution makes no provisions 
for payment of state taxes, and the 
cases in which the courts have ruled 
otherwise involve busbess opera- 
tions. / 

Payton kald the businesses do not 
Involve "free men." However, he 
comes under this clasalflcatlon. he 
■aid, and therefore. Is exempt. 
Payton argued the tax Is based on 
net profit or gain. 



"Wages are an equU exchange of ~ 
woric for money, and there Is no net 
profit," he told the court. 

William A. von Tagen. of the 
Idaho attorney general's office, 
represented the tax commission. He 
argued that previous U.S. Supreme 
Court declalons have cleared the 
way for- state -tax collections. He 
aald earned Income Is subject to 
taxation- 

"The state has the right to levy a 
tax without the necessity of 
specifically being granted the 
power by the constitution," von 
Tagen said. ' 

He said that Paytpn did not pay 
state Income tax In I960 or 1961, but 
he did pay federal tax on $27,991 In 
ig61and$25,753inl980. 

Meehl said he would take the caae 
under advisement' and render a 
decision after receiving the briefs In 
two weeks.

One item sure to be discussed Is a 
newly proposed Increase In electric 
power rates to the BPA's customen. 

Hw BPA wants to Increase Its price 
by 27 percent over the next two years. 
The rate hike would be In effect from 
Nov. I. im, to June 1969. Tlie pro- 
posal was announced Monday, 

Currently, tbe*BPA sells power to 
utilities for 1.80 cenU per kllowaU 
hour. With the rate hlke, the price 
would Increase to 2.28 cents. And the 
customen of thoee utilities that buy 
from the BPA will see about a half* 
cent Increase per kilowatt hour In 
their electric bills, according to an 
unidentified BPA qwkesman In 
Portland, Ore. 

Today's meeting with the utilities, 
which will begin at. 9:30 B.m. at the 
Burley Inn, Is a preliminary one to the^ 
public-bearing process on the rate 
proposal, said the qtokesman. Other 
Issues facing the utilities industry also 
will be discussed.

Panel stops job credit repeal

BOISE — Five Republicans and two 
Democrats banded together in a 
Senate comti'.iltee Monday to topple a 
major revenue-raising proposal that 
would repeal the Income-tax break 
corporations receive for hiring new 
workers. 

The bill, meant by iLs House authors 
■ to generate up to $fi million to help 
balance the fiscal .

The committee first voted down on 
a W ballot a motion by Rellly to refer 
the bin to the Senate floor for consid- 
eration of amendments proposed by 
Boise Chaml)cr of Commerce lobbyist 
PeleSkamser.

But Moore and ReiUy. noting the 
state enacted the jobs-credit law only 
one year ago, argued It would be 
unfair and inconsistent to take It off 
the books so soon.

That sum would have allowed 
the agency to meet Its Increased 
operating costs next year and add six 
workers at the Farm Dormitory 
Compound for Inmates.

BOISE ~ Two separate drives were 
launched Monday (n the Senate to 
replace a House bill lhat is designed to 
resolve the complex Swan Falls 
water-right dispute. 

Sen. UIrd Noh. R-Kimberly. is 
proposing a new bill, even though he 
helped draft the original — House Bill 
3M — which passed the House last 
week and has been forwarded la Noh's 
Resource and Envlronniefit Commft- 
tec. 

"The reasons I'm considering 
a nGi^fls that It's the easiest way to 
Iripdfporatc two compromises that 
Idaho Power iias re(|ucslcd. and to 
correct a couple of technical errors in 
HouseB1113W."Nohsald. 

Meanwhile, a second drive has been 
started by several Icglslatora who 
agree with Idaho Power's stand lhat 
House Bill 301 should be spilt into two 
separate bills, so the major provisions 
can be voted on separat^y. 

"It seems to me we ought to first 
clear up these people's water rights 
that have been placed'In question," 




said Sen. Walter Yorbrough. R-Grond 
View, the chairman of the Senate 
state Affairs Committee. "Then, we 
can let le^slators vote separately on 
the question of subordination as a 
sccoiidblll." 

The det)ate comes In response to an 
Idaho Supreme Court decision four 
months ago. In the decision, the court 
said that Idaho Power's water right at 
Swan Falls 0am on the Snake River 
lakes precedence over upstream de- 
velopment. 

Since recent agricultural expansion 
apparently has depleted the flow of 
the Snake River below what the ullil- 
ly'5 water right grants It. the water 
rights of about 8,000 of the most recent 
water users in southern Idaho have 
been placed In Jeopardy. 

House Bill 304 would attempt a 
solution through two pnnrlsions: 

• It would grant Idaho Power pro- 



tection from any Idaho l>ublic 
Utilities Commission action If the 
utility signs a contract in which It 

acknowledges Ibc rightsol all existing 
uses of Snake River water. 

• It would subordinate the utility's 
water right at Swan Falls and Bliss 
dams to future upstream devel- 
opment. 

These two provisions then arc 
linked legally by a clause that pro- 
vides lhat If one provision Is struck 
down by the courts, the olher pro- 
vision becomes void as well. 

"We still believe the two provisions 
are separate issues," liOgan Ijnham. 
an Idaho Power vice president, said 
following negotiations Monday with 
Noh and other Jeglslators; : 

••f.«t's flrsTselUe those a.ooo peo- 
ple's water wghlSi'" he said. "Do 11 
now. I.ct'5 npt tie it in with Ihe 
question of subordination, and 
possibly tie up those water rights for a 
longtime." 

Idaho Power is prepared to file suit 
against the 8.000 water users late this 
week. I^nham warned. 

Idaho Power supports Yatbrough's 
plan to mitke subordination a sepa- 



rate bill " one that Yarbrough 
iipeculatcs may not pass on its own. 
However. Yarbrough says that his 
committee probably will print any 
Swan Falls bill brought to it, and then 
forward the measures to Noh's com- 
mittee for study. 

However. Noh argues' that the 
slate's Independent control of Snake 
River u.ses can only Ik maintained 
Ihrout^ .sulwrdi nation and con- 
tractural agreements with Idaho 
Power to protect exisling water uses. 
Otherwise, future uses of the Snake 
River and the economic growth of

House fails to eliminate any tax exemptions 



BOISE (UPl) - A package of 
alternative proposals to eliminate 
some or all of an estimated $204 
million In slate sales-lax exempttons 
withered and died Monday in the 
House Revenue and Taxation Com- 
mittee. 

{\ll five bills unveiled to the panel 
failed to win enough support for 
Introduction, and only one or two of 
the Ideas contained in Ihe package 



were even given a chance of gelling a 
second hearing later In revised form. 

After the committee gunned down 
the first four measures, the repre- 
sentative who was sponsoring the 
package withdrew the final proposal 
— one which would remove the 
exemption on yard and occasional 
sales. 

"I can't support only this one 
exemption, that we eliminate the 



bloody yard sales." Rep. Chris 
Hooper, R-Bolse. told the commlUee. 
"The headlines are going to be there, 
that the l^lslature really gets tough 
on the exempttons and cracks down on 
yard sales." 

Hooper, who headed a House sub- 
commiltee's study into the network of 
sales-tax excmpDons. said deleting 
the yard-sales exemption while leav- 
InK all olfiers Intact would Ix; unfair. 



"We started out with $2(M million 
and now we're down to S2 million (the 
revenue available from taxing yard 
sales)." Hooper said. 

However, under the committee's 
direction, the yard-sales exemption 
(repeal measure may return in altered 
iDoii^Jgtcr. along with a rewritten 
version of a proposal which would 
remove the exemption on about $9 
million in various out-of-state sales. 



Governor's vetoes sustained 



BOISE (UPI> - The Ugislature 
Monday ststalned vetoes ol bills that 
would make It easier for fraternal 
organizations to obtain liquor licenses 
and give Irrigation districts a better 
chance of being exempted from con- 
tributing to the stote Unemployment 
Fund. 

In the House, many members ol the 
Republican majority found 
themselves In the unusual posllbn of 
voting to sustain a veto by Demtf- 
cratlc Gov. John Evans. 

/\n attempt by the lower chamber to 
override the governor's nullification 

tthe liquor bill died on a 20-50 ballot 
27 votes short of Ihe necessary 
Mblrds majority. 
It8^ Lyman Winchester, R-Kuna. 
and Ernest Hale. R-Burley - tireless 
critics of legislation aimed at loosen- 
ing restrictions against the consump- 
tion of liquor — both sided with the 
governor on the veto question. 

Winchester, a sixth-term legislator, 
said Fvans wrote him a letter of 
thanks on the only previous occasion 
on which be voted to sustain one of the 

chief executive's vetoes. 

"I hope he writes nw another one 
this time." Winchester said. 

In his veto message Monday. Evans 
said ihc provision aimed al allowing 
fraternal organizations to bypass 
standard population-based liquor- 
liccnse limitlatlons went "tar 



beyond" a jusliriable loosening of the 
law. 

"The dcflnllltions of clubs which 
would qualify for new 'club' liquor 
licenses would extend far bt^yond 
what wc tradllionally think of as 
fraternal organizations." Cvans said. 
"Because of the breadth o( this dellnl- 
llon, 1 fear this bill would Invite an 
unacceptable proliferation of liquor 
licenses." 

The House passed the liquor bill 
•12-18 on Feb. 9 and senators added 
their approval on a 23-12 vote on 
March 10. 

Rep. Tom Cushman. R-Horseshoc 
Bend, urged the House to override the 
veto on the grounds that lawmakers in 
both legislative chambers were 
"sandbagged" on the bill by the state 
l^w Enforcement Department. 

Cushman claimed that agency at- 
torneys persuaded the Senale to at- 
tach complex amendments to the bill 
only after Cushman attacked a dif- 
ferent bill lhat was supported by Ihe 
department. 

In a party-line vote Monday, ihe 
Senale sustained Evans' veto of a bill 
which would have granted slate un- 
employment fund exemptions to ir- 
rlpntlon districts which supply water 
"primarliy" for agricultural uso.

DEAR READER — Your father 
should be Impressed that you are 
Botflclently coocemcd to write for 
tielp. And if your description Is accu- 
-ate, he certainly needs plenty of it. 

He may be having chest pains 
caused by heart disease. His heavy 
smoking and being overwel^t sug- 
gests a significant Increase In the risk 
ofelther a heart attack or a stroke. Of 
course, cigarette smoking also causes 
lung disease. ' Including chronic 
bronchitis, and that Is the most likely 
, cause of his cough. In time he may 
■ well develop cancerof the lungs. 
•The blood In the stools could be 
hemorrhoids, which are more likely In 
a'person with liver disease that comes 
(iom'tbo much alcohol. Anyone with 
blood In the stools needs an evaluation 
check for possible cancer of the 
bowels. •

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 55- 
year-old female and have 
hemochromatosis (too much Iron In 
the blood). My doctor says the only 
treatment Is drawing blood. I have 
given 17 pints of blood in 17 weeks and 
my blood builds back fast. I think this 
Is too much too soon. Is there any 
other treatment? 

DEAR READER - There arc a few 
rare individuals who Inherit the ten- 
dency to have increased absorption 
and storage of Iron. In other in- 



stances, an excess intake, often wit^ 
alcohol, can cause It, 

So can multiple blood transfusions. 
The Iron will store in the liver, heart 
and muscles. The Increased pigment 
in the skin and the diabetes that is 
often seen with It leads to the term 
"bronze diabetes." 

The usual treatment is to remove 
about a pint of blood a week. That 
eliminates about 250 mg of Iron per 
week. .M this rate It still takes one or 
two years to eliminate the excess iron 
in most patients. From then on. giving 
blood loss frequently Is used to control 
the iron stores. There is no better 
treatment and, without treatment the 
disease Is usually progressive. With 
treatment your outlook Is quite good.

New adoption cuts 
conventional fears

^fore Sarah was bom. her mother. 
<Borla, knew she could not adequately

Hgr. Adoption was the only answer, 
^n though traditional procedures 
meant estrangement and a lifetime ot 
jfl tp ful curiosity. 

new adoption procedures devel- 
med by the Ijjtheran Social Servlceof 
ifixas . rww guarantee Sarah and 
C3oria will have a relationship. 
;;;^ah's adoptive parents could not 
be happier with the agency's new 
ways. 

"She'll know who 1 am." Gloria 
said. "1 couldln't take care of her and 
it's much easier to live with. I'll 
always know she's somewhere." 

That somewhere will be with Nancy 
and Terry, an Infertile San /\ntonlo 
couple who took mslody ot Sarah 
when she was 10 days old. Gloria 
herself picked them. 

"She (Gloria), is part of the 
extended family." said Nancy. "She 
Isa member of Sarah's family." 

Kathleen Sllber of the Lutheran. 
Social Service, which arranged the 
adoption, says the new. open concept 
is solving many of the problems and 
frustrations ot traditional adoption 
procedures that end all contact be- 
tween child and birth parents. 

"In closed adoptions, there Is a fear 
of the unknown, a tear that the blilh 
rliother is waiting In the shadows to 
grab the child." said Mrs. Sllber. "It 
takes a load off their (adoptive 
parents) shoulders to hear that there 
will be no Interference." 

In the open program. Sarah not only 
will know who her real mother is. but 
why she was adopted. In later years, 
she will not be nagged with the 
questions: "Who do I look like? Why 
was I given up?" 

Mrs. Sllber said the secrecy ot 
closed adoptions often leads to 
communication breakdowns between 
adoptive parents and their children, 
who mistake their parents' 
apprehension and fear ■ for dark 
mysteries that do not exist. 

She said the myths ot adoption are 
the necessity ot secrecy, the stigma ot 
illegitimacy and infertlllly and the 
fear that the mother eventually will 
forget about hcrchild, 

"But they never forget." Mrs. 
Sllber said, "and too many adopted 
children are In therapy," 
u Open adoption banishes the fear and 
anxiety by answering children's 
questions and providing varying de- 
grees of contact between birth 



parents and the child they gave up. 

The open concept allows different 
degrees of contact, ranging from a 
single letter from birth mother to 
adopted child to periodic visits and ' 
regular letter exchanges. 

The process also gives more re- 
sponsibility In the adoption process to 
the birth mother by allowing her to 
choose the adoptive Tamily; 

"Even If it's Just one letter, they are 
belter able^to answer the child's 
NntesHonir' said Mrs. Sllber. "The 
bottom line Is good mental health for 
the kids." 

Open adoption Includes seminars 
that prospective adoptive parents 
must attend. Later, face to face meet- 
ings are arranged between the birth 
mother and the adoptive parents. 
' Their last names are not used. 

"Both are scared." Mrs. Sllber 
said. "The birth mother Is scared of 
what they will think ot her. but the 
parents are nervous, too. So far. every 
ain^e family has lost thelMaars. It's 
a beautiful experience to lose that 
tear." 

At this writing, the Utheran Social 
Service has used the open concept In 
placing 75 children in Texas. That 
number Is expected to Increase dra- 
matically. 

Nancy and Terry were so pleased 
that they decided to contact the 
mother of Drew, a child they had 
adopted eariier through the" tradl-- - 
tional closed system. 

"We wrote three times. We felt that 
she wouldn't accept us and might 
want him back," Nancy said. "But 
she wrote back and we have complete 
peace. She saw Irom our pictures how 
happy he is. We've kept In corre- 
spondence and exchanged first 
names. 

Robbie and Mike, another Infertile 
San /Vntonlo couple, adopted Haley 
through the open concept before the 
lilUe girl was even born. 

"We didn't know about the (open 
concept) option but It made a lot ot 
sense," Robbie said. "We tried to put 
ourselves In the child's future. If we 
hadn't had the option, I think wc 
would have sought out the Information 
ourselves. We've met both (of Haley's 
birth) parents. It's hnportant they 
keep In touch." 

Mike and Robbie already are 
teaching Haley to say her prayers, 
which includes blessings tor her birth 
parents. 

"We've got to remember that when 
the time is right we'll educate her." 
Mike said. "It's a gradual process. 
The older and more mature, the more 
informationtwe'llglve.)" 

Haley will know her parents, he 
said, because "It's her birthright."

Suffoh collects $126,000 first prize at TPC 



PONTE VEDRA. Fla. (UPI) - Hal Sutton 
figured he was wasting his time watching the 
leader tward In the 'final round of the 
Tourjiament Players Championship because 
It was changing too fast to keepup with It. 

"When 1 looked at It at No. 9 and saw I was 
tied with three others and only a stroke ahead 
of another three. I told my caddy I was Just 
going to worry atMut my own score and hope it 
would Iw good enough at the end." 

It was. By day's end. Sutton had come out of 
the pack Monday to overtake John Cook and 
win the prestf^ous TPC and Its touprecord 
$126,000 prize. 

"1 really don't know what to say," Sutton 
commented. "People like Jack NIcklaus and 
Ray Floyd are my idols and It Just felt good to 
know that one time In my life I was able to 
beat them. I don't know whether I'll ever do il 
again." 

Sutton was Just being modest. fUthough the 



Cook, who needed only a par at the final hole 
to force Sutton Into a playoff, was downcast 
after taking a double bogey Instead. 

!."rhcre'snot much to say," said Cook. "I hit 
one bad shot — and It cost me. 1 guess I lost 
my concentration. 1 was trying to hit a low 
fade Into the center of the fairway, but I got a 
lltUe quick with It and it went Into the water." 

"1 really felt bad John hit Into the water like 
that," Sutton said. "But. at the same time. 1 
knew 1 had won the tournament." 

Sutton, who will be 25 next month, started 
the rain-delayed final round of this $700,000 
tournament tied for seventh, four strokes 
behind third-round leader Cook, and won by 
shooting a closing 3-under-par 69 for a four- 
round total of s-under 283. 

Sutton and Cook appeared beaded for a 
sudden-death playoff when Sutton bogeyed the 
final hole, but Cook suffered a double bogey on 
the final hole to wind up with a 3-ovcr-par 75 
and a total of 3-undcr 285 that left him In a 



former U.S. Amateur champion from 

Louisiana Is In only his second season as a ' three-way tic for third, 

touring pro. he already has won more than "It's a dream come true." said Sutton, 

$400,000. whose only other victory on the PGA Tour was 



when he won the Wall Disney World Golf 
Classic last fall by beating Bill Brltton In a 
playoff. "It still hasn't hit me. 

"I told myself before 1 went out today I was 
going to play aggressive, but I was going to be 
patient. I was going to let the chips fall where 
they may." 

Cook, a U.S. Amateur winner himself, 
started the final round In the tournament, 
twice delayed by rain, with a onfrstroke lead 
over *Bobby Clampett and a two-stroke lead 
over Vance Heafncr. 

At the end Sutton had a one-stroke lead over 
runnerup Bob Eastwood, who shot a G9-2S4 to 
cam a whopping $75,600, and Cook shared 
third with John Mohaffey, uln shot a closing 
5-under-par 67 for the best round In the 
tfiuhiament. and Bruce IJetzke. who had a 71. 

fJctike. whose brother-in-law, Jerry Pate, 
won last year's TPC but had to withdraw from 
this one because of a neck Injury, led at the 
end of the first round which had been delayed 
from Thursday to FYlday by rain and Cook led 
the next two. 



Sutton, on /Ul-America golfer at Ccntenaty 
College, came on the tour In January, 1082 
after qualifying the prevlous.fall. He had eight 
top -10 finishes last' year and so far this year 
has made the cut in nine of lO starts. The hut^c 
prize ho won Monday raised his earnings for 
this year to $171,096. vaulting him to the top of 
IhePGAmoncylist. 

Five strokes back when Cook birdied the 
first hole Monday. Sutton quickly caught up by 
running off three straight birdies as Cook hit 
Into the water at No. 4 and suffered a double 
bogey. 

At that point, Ben Crenshaw, who had gone 
6-under for the tournament by getting an eagle 
at No. 2 and a birdie at No. 4. led Sutton and 
Cook by a stroke. But Crenshaw, who was to^^ 
fade completely out of the battle for first place 
later In the round, dropped back with a double 
bogey at No. 5. 

Everyone was having trouble with the front 
nine on the Tournament Players Club course, 
rated the toughest on the PGA tour, and Sutton 
and Cook shared the lead with Clampett and 



Crenshaw at the turn. Sutton and Cook both 
blrdlcd the inh hole and stayed neck to neck 
until Sutton took his first solo lead of the 
tournament with a blrdlc at the water- 
surrounded 71st hole. 

He tried to play it safe on the final hole, but 
came up too short and then missed a to-foot 
par putt.

NBA resumes talks 
with strike looming 



NEW YORK (UPl) - Talks 
aimed at averting a scheduled 
Saturday night walkout by NBA 
players resume today with one 
league coach calling'the Idea of a 
strike "the height of stupidity."

■ place "this week,'' -NBA Players 
Association general 'counsel Larry 
Flclshcr said Kafiidy the two sides 
would meet at an undisclosed New 
York Ixatlon today. 

The NBA announced that a 
three-hour session with the union' 
was held Sunday. According to the 
league^ Commissioner Urry 
O'Brien was part of the negotiating 
team. Others In attendance were 
executive vice president David 
Stem, general counsel Russ 
Granlk, assistant -.general counsel 
Gary Bettman, New York Knick 
president Jack Krumpe and. New 
Jersey Net chairman Alan Cohen. 

The NBAPA was represented by 
Fleisher, executive vice president 
Charles Grantham. and two mem- 
bers of the NBAPA Executive 
Committee — Bob Unler and 
Junior Bridgeman of the 
Milwaukee Bucks. 

Flelsher, who said the walkout 
would take place after the con- 
clusion of Saturday night's 
eight-game schedule, refused to 
comment on the latest events, 
other than to soy. "It's positive if 
we talk.!' 

The union has reportedly agreed 
to let management Impose payroll 
caps on each team after next 
season If the owners are willing to 
establish a payroll minimum. Ap- 
parently the sticking point is the 
minimum amount to be paid out by 
each team for salaries.

Some years ago. players 
faced with doubl about 
which way to finesse against 
a queen would apply a gen- 
eral rule. They called il. 
"finessing in the direction of 
the courthouse." Naturally, 
it didn't work any more 
often than any other rule, 
but at least it offered 
consistency. Today's exam- 
ple needs no general rules ; 
the answer is there if one 
looks for it. 

West leads the spade 
deuce, hoping lo find an 
entry to East's hand for one 
or more club leads through 
South's announced club 
stoppcr(s}. The spade lead 
strikes gold as East wins the 
acc and returns a club. 
South's nine goes to West's 
ten and West plays the king" 
and eight of spades. South 
winning. How should South 
play the diamond? 

To find the answer to that 
question. South must first 
play hearts. He cashes the 
acc and queen of hearts and 
crosses to dummy's dia- 
mond king. When west fol- 
lows suit to dummy's heart 
king, south has his answer. 

West overcalled two 
clubs; his play indicates four 
spades and he has shown 
three hearts. Clearly, this 
leaves Uttte space for any 
diamonds and the rest is 
easy. Dummy's diamond 
king is cashed in case of a 
singleton queen with West,

"With the ouUook for world demand for petroleum not as bright fn 
the next few years as it had been five years ago. there probably will 
be stretching out of projects and adjusting of manpower accordingly 
ly." Todd said. 

There has been no official decision yet on reductions in the Aramco 
staff, which currently numbers between GO.OOO and 61.000 workers, 
he said.

Chairman Ijx lacocca said Monday 
the No. 3 automaker may complete its 
recapltallzatkin program - one of the 
largest In recent corporate history - 
this week. 

lacocca. on tour lo promote new 
models, said that If registration and 
pricing were completed by Monday 
night, the proposal would go to the 
company's stockholders for approval 
May 5 at their annual meeting in 
Detroit. 

lacocca said the program was "go- 
ing very well" and Indicated the 
company, which once faced 
bankruptcy, would release more de- 
tails today. 

Chrysler's recapitalization plan Is 
an effort to strengthen Its balance 
sheet and speed the repayment of $1.2 
billion In federally backed loans. 

Chrysler has until 1900 to repay the 
loans, but would pay them back be- 
tween 1983 and 1983 if the re-

But sluggish and erratic sales con- 
tinue to plague Chrysler as well as the 
industry. 

The company's sales stood at an 
annual rate of 8,5 million cars during 
the rirat 10 days of Mareh but feU to 5,5 
million rate the lotter part of the ■ 
month, lacocca said. 

"It's tragic," he said. "Things 
aren't turning around too fast" 

lacocca said consumers are scared 
away from showrooms by reports of a 



looming federal deficit, a condition he 
termed "the big bad news Hem." 

Also keeping motorists from buying 
new cars are unemployment and 
small business bankruptcies, he said. 

lacocca called on the banking 
system to lower consumer Interest 
rates, saying the decline in rates 
would contribute to hikes In new car 
sales along with lower inflation and 
fuel prices. 

"If banks will not get back into the 
consumer loan business" cars won't 
sell, he said. "The prime Is down to 10 
percent, but consumer loans are run- 
ning at 14. 16 and 18, It's a scandal. 
We're never "going to have a 
consumer-led recovery unless con- 
sumer rales come down." 

But he said the outlook for the 
spring season was good if rates 
stabilize. 

"If consumer rates keep coming 
down and stabilize and fuel rales 
come dowit and stabilize, we have the 
underpinnings for a good spring." he 
said. "And maybe for fall and winter 
If the government can keep their 
heads about them,"

In the case of 
an improving company, such as 
Chrysler, the options can be a 
lucrative Incentive.

Oil prices may ease higher gas costs 



NKW YORK [ UPl ) " Flat oil prices 
should moderate increases In natural 
gas prices because of competition 
between the two fuels. Energy Users 
News reported Monday. 

The latest monthly survey of large 
U.S. industrial and commereial 
energy users conducted by the weekly 
trade publication found the majority 
expect residual and dislllialG fuel oil 
prices to remain unchanged over the 
next 12 months. 

The panelists lowered their na- 
tionwide price projections for naturaL 
gas to 17 percenl lrom 19 percent i/P* 
February since natural gas vies with 
residual and distillate oils. 

But some participants predicted 
residual and distillate fuels, which 
have declined sharply in price and 
taken sales away fpom natural gas. 
had hit bottom and would begin lo 
rise. 



Residual is used by heavy Industry, 
mantacturing concerns and utilities to 
generate electricity. Commercial 
establishments and large apartment 
complexes bum distillate for heating 
purposes. 



"Natural gas Is now In direct price 
competition with residual oil," a na- 
tional Industrial user told the 
publication. "Gas companies have got 
to lower their prices substantially to 
stay In business," 

Midwestern members of the panel 
said Northwest Central Pipeline 
Corp.'s price reduction of SI per 
thousand cubic feel of gas would help 
large energy users. 

One participant pointed out that the 
gas companies had no choice because 
many of Its customers were switching 
torcsidualfuei. 

The survey also projected thai 
steam coal prices would rise by 5 
percent and electrlcily by 10 percent 
over the next year — roughly the' 
same as in the February poll. 

Some panelists, however, foresee a. 
slight decrease In steam coal prices In 
face of weak demand. 



"In some areas, oil may soon be In 
competition with coal, believe it or 
not," an Eastern industrial user.told 
the publication, "UKre's a chance 
residual oil might come down lo the 
price of coal."

The panelists lowered their na- 
tionwide price projections for natural 
gas to 17 percent from 19 percent In 
February since natural gas vies with 
residual and distillate oils. 

But some participants predicted 
residual and distillate fuels, whlcii 
have declined sharply in price and 
taken sales away from natural gas. 
had hit bottom and would begin to 
rise. 

" Residual is used by heavy Indistry. 
manfacturing concerns and ulllltlcs to 
generate electricity. Commercial 
establishments and large apartment 
complexes bum distillate for heating 
purposes. 



"Natural gas is now In direct price 
'competition with residual oil," a na- 
tional industrial user told the 

pulJllcation, "Cascomponleshavegot 
to lower Ihclr prices substantially to 
stayintjusiness." 

Midwestern members ol the panel 
said Northwest Central Pipeline 
Corp.'s price reduction of $1 per 
thousand cubic feet ol gas would help 
large energy liscrs. 

One participant pointed out that the 
gas companies hod no choice because 
many of its customers were switching 
to residual fuel. 

The survey also projected that 
steam coal prices would rise by 5 
percent and electricity by 10 percent 
over the next year — roughly the 
same as in Uie February poll. 

Some panelists, however, foresee q. 
slight decrease in steam coal prices In 
face of weak demarKl. 

"In some areas, oi! may soon be in 
competition with coal. t«lieve It or 
not." an Raslem industrial user told 
the publication.

Peru orders halt in sugar exports to U.S. 



tJMA. PcnUUPI) - The Peruvian 
attorney general's office has ordered 
the halt of all sugar exports to the 
United States. In the midst of a 
shortage that has made the product 
virtually dispappcar from the 
domestic market. 

Peruvian pollclans and conxumers 
.became outraged last week when it 
was revealed that Peru continued to 
export sugar, in keeping with Its 
114,R00 short ton U.S. sugar exports 
quota, despite domestic scarcity. 

In the lost six months. Peru 
exported 83.000 tons to the United 
States, through the New York-based 
Farrman company. 



By February, a severe shortage ot 
sugar for domestic consumption de- 
veloped in Peru, and the smalt 
amount of sugar available was being 
sold at prices more the double the 
legal level. 

Agriculture Minister MIrko 
Cuculiza now acknowledges that 
exports were dipping Into sugar 
stocks intended for domestic con- 
sumption, but he adds the trans- 
actions were legal. 

The attorney general's office during 
the weekend ordered suspension of 
further sugar exports, and Cuculiza 
said the ordered was Ix'lnR followed. 



I^l month, to overcome the short- 
age ot sugar for domestic use. the 
government was forced to authorize 
the Importation of first 50.000 metric 
tons and later IM,000 metric toai. 

Cuculiza said shipments from 
Bolivia and Guatemala were sched- 
uled to arrive shortly. He did not say 
how much sugar was being Imported, 
nor at what cost, -but said the new 
shipments would "normalize" 
domestic sugar availability. 

Sugar production, which reached 
7Q0,(X)0 metric tons fast year, dropped 
in recent months due to heavy rains 
and floodlnglnlhe north. 



Business- 
profits dip 
during '82 

W.VSHINGTON (UPI) - A survey 
of 293 major companies in 22 business 
categories_shows profits were down 
an average qJ 2r5percent last year. 



The survey, by the magazine in-" 
dustry Week, found profit margins 
(net income as a percent of revenues) 
slipped from an average of 5, 1 percent 
in 1981 to4,t percent in 1082. 

It said five industries - airlines, 
industrial machinery, metals and 
mining, steel and tnmsporatlon 
equipment - - suffered net losses last 
year. Forty-three of the m individual 
companies reported net losses. 

Nine of the 22 Industry' groups had 
lower profits In 1982 than 1981, These 
declines were: chemlcaLs, down .12,7 
percent; diversified miscellaneous 
' tnanufacturlng. down 43,0 percent; 
forest products, down sri.a percent; 
heavy construction, down 7.2 percent : 
metalworking machinery, down 52.3 
percent, petroleum, down 20.5 per- 
cent; railroads, down 15,3 percent;

Disintegrator designed to discourage garbage grubbers

OKLAHOMA CITY - You may need a 
disintegrator without knowing it. 
Hnve you looked at your trash lately? 

Chances arc that a thief or an industrial 
spy or an Investigator has. if you're In 
business or govemmont. says Paul Nunn. 

With rean\s ot bank account Information, 
computer data, medical records and other 
sensitive Inronnatlon going into the 
dumpster. a refuse snooper can cause con- 
siderable havoc, Nunn said. 

"There arc all kinds of people going 
through your trash al! the time." he said. 
"You can't bum things anymore." 

To foil the garbage grubbers, Nunn and 



partners Jim Curtis and dentist Jack Mc- 
Calmon have established Business Archives 
Inc.. a record storage and disposal service. 

For 10 cents a pound. BAI will feed 
documents and computet materials to its 
voracious disintegrator, v^hich Nunn has 
dubbed the "Paper Pac Mari" 

"It Just gobbles up cVerythlng." he 
explains. ' 

Curtis said. "It's like oni of those food 
processors, only on a bigger scale." 

The monster muncher Is^uperior to paper 
shredders. Nunn said: 

"There's a /&l difference. The disinte- 
grator pulverizes the material much like the 
insulation you put in the top of your house." 
he said, "it makes II Impossible to put back 
together." 



Most major cities have similar disposal 
services, but Nunn said there are no "futr- 
servicc" disposal firms in Oklahoma. 

I/)cal businesses keeping mounds of re- 
cords for the mandatory five years must 
either destroy the documents themselves or 
haul them to disposal services, which may 
Involve a trip of hundreds of miles. Curtis 
said. 

BAI's storage facility already Is In use. 
with the S150.000 disintegrator set (o beRin 
chomping documents this month. The 
machine can gobble about 2.500 pounds an 
hour, but Nunn expects to start it on a diet of 
about 4.000 pounds a day the first year. 

Alwut -10.000 stiuare feet of the bulliling will 
!« used to store records for clients, One area 
will be temperature and humidity controlled 



for storage of computer materials. 

Nunn said almost all businesses and (gov- 
ernment agencies would be prospective 
clients for tlw disintegrator. 

"Banks, insurance companies, attorneys, 
maytte research people, aircraft people; any 
people who have records or documents they 
don't want any chance o.' anyone reproduc- 
ing or reconstructing." he said. 

Nunn said he surveyed buslnes-scs to de- 
termine the demand for such a service and 
"had a very good reception." 

"I think most (buslpcsses) tear up (bid 
records) and put Ihcm In the wa-ste basket. 
They're taking achance." Nunn said. Many 
Industrial spies sift garbage, he said. 

"People go through trash cans looking for 
all kinds of information." 

Nunn tells of one Oklahoma City bank that 



shretldcd Its a-cords, but left the notebook 
lilndlngs intact. A thief apparently gleaned ' 
account numlwrs and names from the rem- 
nants ofpapcr in the blndln^^s and used them 
to cash forged checks. 

A teller who knew the person whoso name 
wa.s Ixiing forKed jotted tJown the thief's 
license number and he was caui;ht. Nunn 
said. 

The "I'aper Pac Man" candlgcM bindings, 
paper dips, computer tapes and cartridges 
and all light metals. 

BAI employees will quickly shulfle 
throuj-h documents to assure there are no 
combustible materials like cigarette lighters 
or any "horseshoes" thai could give the

Delaware becomes favorite 
location for some big banks

Delaware, long the titular head- 
quarters for thousands of companies 
because of its liberal Incorporation 
laws, also has become a favorite 
location for out-of-state banks. 

On Feb. 18. 1981. Gov, Pierre S. 
duPont IV signed the Financial 
Center Development Act. which twt 
only permitted out-o/-sl:ile bank hold- 
ing companies to set up banking and 
consumer credit operations in Dcla- . 
ware but made It attractive for them 
to do so. 

It eliminated interest-rate and 
loan-fee ct'ilings on consumer loans 
and established a regressive tax 
structure. 

With the FCDA, Delaware became 
the second state, after South Dakota, 
toopcn its borders to outside banks. In 
doing so it created more than' I.OOO 
^\ob6, collected new tax dollars, 
diversified lis economy and siphoned 
off business from nearby stales. 

In the past two years, II bank 
holding companies have taken 
advantage of the tiny state's financial 
hospitality, primarily tor credit card 
operations but also tor wholesale 
banking and cash management 
ser^cea. They Include New York's 
five largest, four Maryland Institu- 
tions and two Philadelphia concerns. 

Two other out-of-state Institutions 
have opened up shop via separate 
legislation. The E.F. Hutton & Co. 
brokerage has set up n trust company. 
""Glrard Co.. a Philadelphia bank hold- 
ing company. In 1981 acquired Farm- 
ers Bank ol the State of Delaware, 
now known as Girard Bank Delawan:. 

iLundberg 
sees gas 
price rise 

(^S /VNGEIJCS (UPl) - For eight 
months gasoline prices have fallen 
nationwide, but oil industry analyst 
Dan Lundberg says the downward 
trend Is tapering off and that is a 
strong Indication of impending price 
Increases. 

Lundberg's latest nationwide sur- 
vey of 17.000 stations showed that 
prices for al! grades declined by less 
than a quarter of a cent In the last two 
weeks, compared to a penny a week 
since the beglnnlngot the year. 
<l,.undberg said the slowdown of 
price cuts augurs higher prices as the 
oil Industry tries to recoup revenues 
lost In recent months. 

"It's an indication an upward trend 
may be in the making." Lundberg 
said. "In the Rocky Mountain area, 
the retail price of gasoline has al- 
ready climbed two-tenths of a cent." 

Since last July, when retail gasoline 
prices began to fall because of stiff 
competition, the industry has lost $3.4 
- billion, Lundberg said, Since then the 
average price has fallen almost 15 
cents a gallon. 

Of that, a nickel was attributable to 
falling crude oil prices. The rest 
reflects a $2.3 billion sacrifice oil 
companies made In discounting prices 
tor cash to alleviate the expense of 
credit-card processing, Lundberg 
said. 

The overall loss to the Industry has 
been partly reflected In 1982'8 fourth 
quarter earnings, he said, and further 
declines were recorded In the first 
quarter ot 1983. 

"A strong price Increase may well 
bo in the making." Lundberg said. 
_'_'BecauBe the price decl[ne_contInued 
at a greatly accelerated rale Janiiary^ 
February and March, the first 
quarter earnings this year are going 
tobefarofL- 

"The oil Industry will of necessity 
make a very strong turnaround from 
falllngprlces."

No one sees [}elaware becoming the 
nation's financial center. Chase 
Manhattan spokesman Mark Frankel.

Still. Delaware Is "right at the 
cutting edge of positioning the state as 
a haven for the" financial Industry." 
said Daniel Finney, spokesman for 
the Maryfand National Corp.. the SS.l 
billion Baltimore- holding company 
that moved its credit-card operation 
toNewark. Del., last year. 

Under the FCDA. an out-of-state 
bank must meet certain conditions in 
order to open a branch In Delaware. It 
must start with a minimum of $10 
million In capital and boost 11 to $23 
million within a year of operation; 
employ at least 100 people In Dela- 
ware within a year of operation; set 
up no more than one office open to the 
public and operate it in a low-key way. 
without advertising, so It won't at- 
tract cufiomers to the "substantial 
detriment" of exlsltlng Delaware 
banks. 

But the enticements offered out- 
of-state holding companies outweigh 
the restrictions. 

The' FCDA allows banks that have 
their credit card operations in the . 
state to charge rates and fees set In 
Delaware to all U,S. customers de- 
spite usury laws elsewhere. 

For Maryland National, which 



charges an SIS card fee to each of iLs 
400.000 Visa and Master Card custom- 
ers, this alone means $7.2 million each 
year. It also charges 18.9 percent on 
unpaid balances and other Delaware 
card operations charge up to 21 per- 
cent. 

The FCDA also changed the tax 
rates on banking Institutions so that 
the more money they make the lower 
their tax rale. The advantages are 
obvious [or banks In high-tax states 
such as New York. 

The advantages to Delaware also 
are clear. According to Bank Com- 
missioner John Malarkey. the new 
out-of-state bank holding companies 
paid $2.5 million In taxes for 1382. 
compared with the S3.9 million paid 
by all Delaware banks and thrift 
institutions. 

Some 1.300 new Jobs have been 
created, a figure Malarkey predicts 
could rise to 3.000 by the end of this 
year. 

Delaware officials have neither 
finished tinkering with their laws nor 
stopped looking for new business. 

"We're looking at some other 
angles," said Malarkey. "There 
probal}|y will be a bill introduced' in 
March ... to allow International 
banking facllllles. We're (also) look- 
int; ;it some expanded powers for state 
banks."

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Youths' suggestions led to /Outsiders'

SANGER. Calif. - When Francis 
Ford Coppola's "The Outsiders" 
opened In the nation's theaters this 
weeicend It was the happy ending of a 
three-year fairy tale for a group of 
central California elementary school 
children. 

For it was 104 seventh and eighth 
graders at Sanger's I-ane Star Ele- 
mentary School and Ihclr librarian. 
Joe Ellen MIsaldan. who suggested 
three years ago that Coppola make a 
movie of S.E. Hlnton's twok atiout the 
problems between rich and poor 
youths in rural OMahoma. 

"It started out as Just another of my 
projects to get kids interested In books 
and using the library." Mrs. Misakian 
said In an Interview the day Iwfore (he 
movie opened.' "When I wrole Mr. 
Coppola and Included the petition 
signed by the kids asking that he 
consider "The Outsiders." I had no 
Idea It would come to this." 
. She said she got the Idea In March 
1380 when students from several 
English classes at Xm^ Star raved 
about the book which was read to 
them In class. ' 

"I'm always encouraging students 
to write to authors of books ihey like 
and this was Just an extension of that 



Idea," she said. "We Just got to 
talking about It one day In the library 
and several of the studetns thought it 
would make a good movie, so I said 
we ought to write to somebody in 
Hollywood." 

Mrs. Misakian said she saw and 
liked "The Godfather." which Cop- 
pola directs, and that some of the 
students mentioned they liked "The 
Black Stallion,"' which Coppola pro- 
duced. 

- "So we picked him and wrote the 
letter and enclosed a petition signed 
by IW students who liked 'The Outsid- 
ers.'" she said. "I thought we might 
get a polite reply from one of Mr. 
Coppola's aides, but we didn't hear 
anything before scliool was out so I 
Just sort of forgot about it." 

That summer Mrs. Misakian got a

;„Una Uy Oaric tendered the Invitation so that 
*;|amily friends and acquaintances knew they were 
wdcome." Mormon Church spokesman Brad Fey 
said. 

The 62-year-oId Oarlc died Wednesday night at 
lEe University of Utah Medical Center, where he 
received the first permanent artificial heart In an 
t\^tgj:lc operation on Dec. 2. 1082. 

His funeral - at 2 p.m. today In the Federal Way 
Sfcite Center of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
natler-day Saints - will be covered by news media 
from all over the world and attended by memtwre of 



the Utah medical team. 

Dr. Willem Kolff. the Inventor of the artlUcial 
Kidney and the impetus Ixhind the Utah artificial 
organs program, will deliver one of the eulogies at 
Ciark's funeral. 

The Medical Center delegation also will include 
vice president Chase Peterson, surgeons William 
DeVries and I.yle Joyce, artificial heart developer 
Robert Jarvlk. nursing director Helen Kce. surgical 
nurse Linda Gianelli and social worker Peg Miller. 

Ncal A. Maxwell, a member of the Mormon 
Church's ruling Council o( the Twelve from Salt 
r^ke City, also will speak at the services. 

Ciark»a native of Utah, lived most of his adult life 
in Des Moines. Wash,, a suburb on Puget Sound 
south of Seattle, where he practiced dentistry, 
played golf and raised his family. 
• His health began falling about four years ago due 
to a debiillating heart disease and he was near 
death when Utah heart surgeons sewed a plastic 
and melal Jarvili-7 heart into his chest in De- 



cember. 

During his 112 days In the university hospital, he 
suffered one setback after another, including three 
more opcralions. seizures and a colon infection that 
led to the circulatory system collapse and multiple 
organ failure that killed him. 

But Mrs. Clark said during the weekend that 
despite all the pain and suffering her husband went 
throu^ in his last 3Vj months of life, he never 
regretted participating In the the medical experi- 
ment. 

"My husband was happy to do this." she said. 
"Although he suffered greatly. I'm sure if he were 
here today he would tell you he would do it aRain. " 

"We certainly hope research into the artificial 
. heart program continues because there were many, 
many times my father was totally lucid, am- 
bulatory, and without pain or discomfort and it was 
obvious the artificial heart was a totally valid 
concept." said his son. Stephen, a doctor in 
Eiellevue. Wash.

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Church panel investigates weeping madonna 



THORNTON. Calif. ( UPI ) - Thousands flock 
lo the rural Roman Catholic Church of Mater 
Eccleslac on the I3th of every month to vlew-a 
delicate ceramic figurine they twllcve sheds 
miraculous teardrops. 

The 4-foot-tall statue of Our iJidy of Fallma. a 
Portuguese apparition of the Virgin Mary, 
stands in front of Uic church altar Acarlng a 
crown, her h\tids clasped together In prayer, a 
shawl over her head and her eyes looking down, 
toward the floor. 

■ Believers say she cries, she lilts her head up. 
and on the 13th of the month, durinj! the night, 
she often moves closer lo Ihe altar. 

The first time she moved was on March 13. . 
IMl. said Albert /\maro. a retired asparagus 
farmer who has twcome the Madonna's unof- 
ficial carotakcr. 

"Welound her in front of the altar with bor 



rosary wrapped around the crucifix, alwut 23 
feet from where she was standing the night 
twfore," he said. "So we put her back," 

Amaro naid the figurine had tears In her eyes. 

"Ten days later we found her by the taberna- 
cle." he said, and she was put back again. 

Then, "on the morning of April 13. we found 
her by the altar again." he said. "She was 
moving on the 13th of every month." 

The original Lady of Fatf ma flrsl appeared In 
Portugal on May 13. 1917. before throe children, 
then reappeared on the I3th of the fotiovm^ six 
months asking for prayers for the conversion of 
Russia. 

Amaro said half a dozen people had keys to 
the church and Ihey at first suspected each 
other. So they sealed the statue In Ihc church 
covered with a flower arrangcmchl. 

"Three days later, here she was ol [he altar, 



and there wasn't a thing disturbed." he said. 
Then she was bolted down with a q)rlng-loaded 
butterfly bolt A few days later she was back at 
the altar. 

The tears also continued. "Once." he re- 
ported, "she cried during a wedding, and most 
of the 350 people saw the tears, I've seen them 
five or six times." 

Mary Vlegas, a u^lte-haired Portuguese' 
matron wtu spends moot of her waking hours In 
the church, said, "She's sad because people are 
living In sin. That's why she cries. There can be 
no other reasoa" ■ 

None of the church's officials has seen either 
the movement or the^tears, but the Rev. . 
Harmon Sklllln, Mater Ecdeslae's pastor, said 
the people who have wltoessed what they 
believe Is a miracle are "reliable people. 1 think 
they're reporting things they've seen. My ques- 



tion is how did those things happen, ' ' 

f^ year Bishop Roger Mahony of the 
Stockton Diocese appointed a special com- 
mission of tour priests to look Ihto the strange 
occurences. Including reports from pct^ile who 
say they experienced miraculous recoveries 
from physical ailments after visiting the 
Weeping Madonna. The investigation Is not yet 
completed, church officials said. 

The reports are brlngingpllgrims from aoross 
the country. On the 13lh of every month a 
thousand or more people crowd in and around 
the church to light candles. 

The Madonna was made in fJsbon and 
shipped to Uk San Francisco Bay ^rea In 1968. 
Joe Lopes, a Portuguese grain -fanner from 
nearby Isleton. bought It and donated it lo the 
church in memory of hlsflon-in-law.
